SCOVILLE’S AFFIDAVIT. 
REASONS WHY HE ASKS A. REOPENING. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 3.—Scoville, counsel 
for Guiteau, will submit to the court tomorrow 
an affidavit setting forth that a number of wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, whose names were 
on the list furnished the defense, have not been 
putupon the stand; that he has reason to be- 
lieve, or that at least the presumption exists, 
that these witnesses, since they were originally 
selected and summoned by the prosecution, 
bave changed tbeir minds with regard 
to the case, and that the  District- 
Attorney has not put them on the 
stand because he knows their testimony 
now would be favorable to the prisoner. Some 
of his own witnesses, the affiant alleges, changed 
their views of the prisoner's Mental condition 
after they were subpoenaed, and it is but fair to 
presume a similar change took piace in the 

opinions of the witnesses whom tne prosecution 
catfert, but afterward “decided nor to” examine. 
If so, their testimony may be available for the 
purposes of the defense, and they should be 
put upon the Yand.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 3.—The debt state- 
ment issued today shows that while during the 
month of December’ the decrease of the debt 
less cash in the Treasury was over $12,700,000, 
yet the actual decrease of the debt was not quite 
$4,500,000, The increase of cash in the Treasury 
was over $8,000,000. The amount of bonds re- 
deemed during the month was in round num- 
bers $8,890,000. The increase of silver certifi- 
cates outstanding was a littie over $2,000,000, A 
comparison of the debt statement issued today 
with that issued one year ago shows that, during 
the calendar year of 15881, the interest-bearing 
debt was reduced over $120,000,000, that the total 
debt 1ess casb in the Treasury was reduced by 
nearly $144,000,000, and that the increase of silver 
certificates outstanding was $23,000,000. On Jan. 
1 last year the Government was paying interest 
at the rate $76,800,000 per annum as compared to

NOT TOO MUCH TO SAY 
that. when the keen analysis of the immense 
mass of testimony taken is made public, it will 
create a very different impression from that 
made by the daily synopsis of testimony fur- 
nished to the country while the trial was in 
progress. It will pe remembered that the 
court was ordered by President Hayes, Gen. 
Schofield being then in command of tine Depart- 
ment of West Point. The charges wreferred 
against Whittaker were two in numbe r—first, 
conduct unbecoming an officer and a srentie- 
man, in violation of paragraph 126 of the regu- 
lations of the military academy; second, Con- 
duct prejudiciAl to good order and the sixty- 
second Article of War, 
THE SPECIFICATIONS 
under these charges, in their various forms, set 
forth that he cut/his own ears and bound bim- 
self to create a false impression, and that 
he bad operjured himself in asserting 
that he had been attacked. It is 
understood that the court found him guilty 
under each charge, and that the sentence is a 
very severe one, going much beyond the dis- 
missal which of necessity follows a conviction 
under the charge of ‘conduct unbecoming an 
officer and gentieman. The ninety-second Art- 
icle of War, which specities who may appoint a 
general court-martial, gives the power to any 
officer in command of the army of the United 
States, or of a separate army, or of a separate 
department, and further provides that when any 
one of these commanders is the accuser, the 
court-martial shail be appointed by the 
President. At the time that President Hayes 
appointed the court to try Whittaker Gen. 
Schofield was in command of the department 
where trial was orderea, and within which the 
accused was on duty. Gen. Schofield testified 
before the court that he was not in any sense 
Whittaker’s accuser. The Judge-Advocate pre- 
sents these points, and very full and conclusive 
arguments upon them, and leaves the decision 
as to whether this action of President Hayes 
vitiates the proceedings to the Secretary of War 
and President Arthur. 
THE SECOND POINT 

involves the’ regularity of the charges. It is 
argued, with force, that the first charge is not in 
regular form under military law, in that instead 
of cbarging a violation of an Article of War, to- 
wit; the sixty-first, it charges Whittaker with 
conduct unbecoming an officer and gentieman, 
in violation of Paragraph 26 of the regulations 
of the Military Academy. The position of the 
review is brief but pointed, and shows con- 
clusively that the charge was very carelesiy and 
irregularly drawn, and that action under it is 
fatally defective, according to all previous de- 
cisions of the Bureau of Military Justice. Pases- 
ing from a review of the questions involved in 
the appointment of the court and the regularity 
and yalidity of the proceedings, Gen. Swaim 
presents . 

A VERY KEEN AND POWERFUL ANALYSIS 
of the testimony upon which the guilt ae 
taker is predicated. The magnitude o . 
portion of the work may be judged from the 
fact that 3,500 pages of printed testimony are 
devoted to expert testimony upon the bhand- 
writing alone, and there are several thousand 
pages upon the other features of the case. The 
presentation, in brief. of that portion of the 
testimony which sets forth the state of feel- 
ing with regard to Whittaker at the 
academy, and the deep prejudices which 
existed there, is described as one of 
the strongest features of ‘the work. 
The exhaustive comparison of the testimony in 
regard to the handwriting,by which it was sought 
to Ox the authorship of the note of warning 
upon Whittaker, throws grave doubt upon the 
proposition that Whittaker was its author. The 
testimony of all who were witnesses to the 

FINDING OF WHIITTAKELR, 

or to the observing of bim immediately after, 
and of those who examines bis room and effects 
isso grouped and analyzed as to again sbow 
the justice of the conclusion that it was by no 
means established beyond reasonable doubt 
that Whittaker was not bound and wmuti- 
lated as he has always claimed to have been. 
It is understood that Gen. Swaim concludes his 
review by recommending that the proceedings 
be disapproved on the various grounds set 
forth—first, on account of the informality ip the 
appointment of the court; second, the irregu- 
larity of the first charge; and, lastly, beeause 
the testimony is not such as to establish the 
guiltof Whitaker beyond a reasonable doubt. 
The full text of Gen. Swaim's review will, be- 
yond question, attract’ wide attention. [t is 
clear, logical, forcible, and radical. It yields 
nothing to popular prejudices, but is boid and 
incisive, and will command universal respect. 
It will be an introduction which will make the 
country well acquainted with the new Judge 
Advocate General.

OLD TECUMSEH. 
HB COMES DOWN ON SICK-LEAVES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 3.—The following 
order has been issued by Gen. Sherman: 

Abuse of sick-léaves on surgeons’ certificates 
bas grown to be so great that it becomes neces- 
sary to invite the special attention of officers 
making certificates and authorities granting or 
recommending leaves tothe absolute require- 
ments of the regulations on this subject. (Offi- 
cers whose ailments could quite as well be treat- 
ed at their proper stations as elsewhere are per- 
mitted to leave their commands; others whose 
disorders are caused by some local influence are 
perniitted to leave the departments in which 
they are serving, when a temporary removal to 
some other station within the department woyjd 
alleviate their sufferings. Still others are granted 
sick leave, who, while possibly physically inca- 
pable of discharging the seyere duties pertain- 
ing to their positians, could perform many duties 
of a lighter pature atthe posts at which they 
are stationed, or whose services might 
be usefully enyployed at other posts in 
the department. It is believed there are in- 
stances where meslical officers have given cer- 
tificates of disability on the representations of 
the applicant aloue, without making that search- 
ing inquiry into 

THE SUPPOSED DISORDERS 
or what possibly caused them which is expected 
of them as experts and which it is their duty to 
make. No. incomsiderable number of officers 
are now absent from their proper commands, in 
consequence of this abuse, who, it is believed, 
should be rendering some service to the Govern- 
ment. To prevent this in future, it is made the 
duty of the department commanders to examine 
with greater scrutiny every certificate of dia- 
ability sent them. If satisfied the disorder does 
not arise from the vicious habits of the 
applicant, their first inquiry should be 
whether tomporary relief from tbe more 
arduous cluties and rest from the cares 
incident to their position would not accom- 
plish the desired end; if not, whether 
temporary change to some other post in the de- 
partment would secure relief. Authority to go 
beyond the limits 6f the department on a sick 
leave is contemplated by the rerulations only in 
two cases—first, where it is necessary to save 
life; and, second, where it is necessary to pre- 
vent permanent disability.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 3.—Advices from Ashland, 
Ky., state that arrests bave veen made of per- 
sons believed to be the murderers of the Gib- 
bons children, the arrest being brought about 
by a confession of one of the number. Ali live 
in Ashland, and two aremarried men.

The Commercial’s Ashiand special says: “The 
men arrested for the Gibbons murder are Will- 
iam Neal, Ellis Craft, and George Ellis, all white.

CONFESSED TO THE CONSTABLE. 

He says COraft and Neal awakened him on the 
night of the murder, and urged him to go with 
them to Gibbons’ house. He went reluctantly. 
They entered by a window, and Neal and Oraft 
outraged the two girls. Emma Thomas recog- 
nized Neal, and said she would tell ber mother. 
Robert, the boy, then was about togive an 
alarm, when Craft struck him on the head with 
an ax, killing bim instantly. Craft then toid 
Annie that her time to die had come, and, amid 
PITEOUS CRIES OF THE CHILD FOR MERCY, 
he struck béron the head and killed her in- 
stantly. Neal then killed Emma Thomas in the 
same way. Craft and Neal at first denied Ellis’ 
story, but Neal confessed this afternoon, and 
both Ellis and Neal waived examination. Craft 
will bave a hearing Thursday. Ellis. and Neal 
are married, but Craft is single. They all were 
present at the fire, and one drove the bearse at 
the funeral, and another was  pali-bearer.

THE GUILTY PARTIES, 

whoever they may be, have no doubt felt com- 
paratively safe while the Norris theory bas been 
the all-absorbing one. The theories of the other 
nm kept rather quiet, they not 
expressing any opinion except their uubelict 
that Gibbons was the guilty man. Now that 
Gibbons bas returned the guilty parties will be 
likely to make themselves scarce in this vicinity. 
For this reason the committee, who deserve 
great credit for their persistent efforts to un- 
ravel the mystery, will now redouble their 
efforts. 

The place where Mr. Gibbons was found is 
twenty-seven miles from Milton. To Milton

In the memorabie 
crisis Of 1867 be lost everything he bad made, 
and this proved to be only his tirst set-back in 
life. He resumed the manufacture of vinegar, 
and became known as the most scientific man in 
the United States. He was instrumental in ob- 
tuining legisiation at one time which greatly re-

Without the 
lasters the builders, sewers, finishers, etc., can- 
not go abead, and therefore all must suffer. 
Urged on by the Trades Assembly, so one of the 
best-known members of the Lasters’ Protective 
Association says, it was agreed to demand an in- 
crease of from 15 to 25 per cent over the prices 
which bave been paid. The manufacturers held 
ameeting yesterday, and by a unanimous vote 
refused to accede to the demands made, They 
resolved to pay no mete tban the old prices, 
and to let their places of business 
lie idle for a year, if need be, 
rather than give in to the increase asked. The 
lasters were equally obstinate and refused to go 
ahead, and the consequence is that all of the 
prominent factories were idle today. The strik- 
ers willhoid a meeting in Giaeser’s Hall at 4 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon to further consider 
the subject.

PORTLAND, Me., Jan. 3.—A temporary bridge 
has been built at Kennebunk, and business was 
resumed this evening. The injured persons are 
all reported as progressing favorably, and it is 
probable that no more fatalities will ensue. The 
cause of the disaster no longer remains a matter 
of conjecture. The bridge was fifty-six feet in 
length, and was erected in 1872 by the New En- 
giand Bridge Company. It ran at a sharp angle 
across the road, and restedonagranit abut- 
ment. Only a month ago the Railroad Commis- 
sioners inspected all tne bridges on the road, 
this among the number, and pronounced it per- 
fectly safe, and, as far as could be ascertained 
this morning by 

A PERSONAL EXAMINATION 
of the wreck, their opinion seems to have been 
warranted. Not a flaw could be discovered any- 
wbere, although the most minute investigation 
was made. On either side of the bridge were 
two iron trusses that served to hold the bridge 
firmly in its position, and appearances seemed 
to indicate that, both engines having passed 
safely over the bridge, a forward journal on the 
west side broke, letting the first car cant suffi- 
ciently on that side to strike its forward end 
and one side against one of the trussess, knock- 
ing itout of place. The shock of the collision 
forced the car over on the other side, and 
THE RAPID RATE 
at which the train was traveling was sufficient 
to throw the car forward with terrific force, 
driving it clear off the track and over an em- 
bankment on the east side of the track. -By 
this time the bridge having fallen into the road- 
way below, the trucks of the parlor-car came 
against the side of the granit abutment, scrap- 
ing them from the bottom of the car, and letting 
them alsointo theroad. The body of the par- 
lor-car, bowever, was pulled ahead just enough 
to save it from falling, and the body of the car 
was ieft in the tracks. 
THE REMAINING THREE CARS, 
two passenger and a smoking, were then hurled 
into the abyss, pilmg one upon the other in 
hopeless confusion, and the wnly wonder is that 
so few lives were lost. The mail-car, which was 
at the end of the train, was left standing on the 
track. It soon caught fire, however, and was 
totally destroyed, together with the entire mail. 
There was nothing to indicate,as was at first 
thought to have been the case, that the girders, 
rendered brittle by the intense coid, bad broken 
beneath the immense weight brought upon 
them, and 
THE MOST PLAUSIBLE THEORY 
is that the truss above referred to as having 
been struck by the forward end and one side of 
the baggage-car was knocked out of place 
(which would naturally have a tendency to 
weaken the girders), and then they gave way. 
indeed, on one of the girders is plainly seen an 
indentation caused by the baggage-car striking 
it. In addition to the list of wounded already 
sent it appears that the following persons were 
MORE OR LESS INJURED: 

Leiand and James Kenny, both of Lawrence 
Mass. They were on their way to attend the 
funeral of their mother in Pittsfield, Me.

of the State, and one composed oft hree townships 
was organized here recently * commencing bus- 


iness” with a larg? members2ip. The 
farmers all seem to take great interest 
in the association, and talk as if they 


mean to see that “no guilty man escapes.” 
There have always been a great many horse- 
thieves in the State, and scarcely a week passes 
that a number of casesare not reported in Cen- 
tral and Eastern lowa. .Cedar County has its 
full share, and the association expects to make 
a good baul in that county before long. It was 
only afew days ago that Leva Stanton, a female 
horse-thief, was sent up for three years for 
stealing a horse which she desired to seil to get 
money to procure bonds for her lover (?) in jail 
atKeokuk. She gave birth toa childin jail a 
few weeks before her trial and conviction took 
pee She was about 19 years old, and uomar- 


One peculiar feature about this horse-stealing 
business is the fact that some of the “ F. F. V.s”’ 
of this part of the State—it is not necessary to go 
into details as to location, etc.—were in former 
years engaged in the halter business themselves, 
and made a great deal of money at it. One of 
them was caught and tried for the offense, but 
was acquitted, as it was proved he did not steal 
the horse, but took the halter, and did not know 
there was a horse in it. 

The organization of today is different from any 
that could have been established during Iowa's 
early history, owing to the now comparatively 
dense population in many pértions of the State. 


Now the farmers are close together, and when 


the report is started that such and such a horse 
was stoleo all hands turn out to search for the 
Villain. Horse-thieves have fared pretty weil in 
Iowa as regards hemp punishment, but it is 
doubtful, if a bard case comes along and goes 
off with a fine pairof horses, and is caught, 
whether or not he duesn't get a halter around his 
neck. He might not be entirely “ kilt,’ as the 
German said who experienced a slight applica- 
tion of halter, not many years ago near here, 
but the prohabilities are he would not be given 
much rich food for awhile. The anti-horse-thief 
associations will be of much service to livery- 
men, as 7 are great sufferers in this direc- 
tion, several teams having been stolen from this 
city during the past year. 

Une of the worst styles of getting money by 
fraud is the agency-note business. It bas been 
worked in some places in lowa very recently. 
The “agent” induces a farmer to take the 
agency tor agricultural machinery in bis town- 
ship, who signs a contract which, after it gets 
into the sharper’s hands, is soon changed toa 


negotiable note. The contract reads as follows: 
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When the farmer has signed his name as ** sole 
agent’’ be has become the “sole’’ proprietor of 
a big bornet’s nest on bis hands, for the swind- 
ler cuts the paper in two parts, making a note 
of $3825. instead of an order. Several notes of 
the above kind bave been paid in this State, not, 
however, without much kicking, but the “ inno- 
cent purchaser" is, of course, protected. He, 
however, generally knows that something is 
crooked when he shaves the note, and a good 


many people believe the buyer should 
be arrested as a party to the fraud. 
Vultures in human form are numerous 
throughout the West, and it is no 


wonder that the farmers are getting bulldogs 
and doubie-barreled shotguns. There should be 
some very stringent protective laws passed for 
the cases named, and many others equally as 
bad, for, as a matter of fact, it does little good 
to warn the people, for the swindlers are always 
such slick talkers and act so exceedingly fair 
that they gain the victim’s confidence no matter 
how hard, as a rule, he tries to keep himself out 
of the trap.

CANE-GROWERS. 


Session in St. Louis of the Mississippi 
Valley Association—The Day’s Pro- 
ceedings. 

Sr. Louis, Mo. Jan. 3.—The Mississippi Valley 
Cane-Growers’ Association assembled in Poly- 
tecbnic Hali this morning. About thirty dele- 
gates were present, including members from 
New York, New Jersey, ana Louieiana, 
and most of the States in the Mississippi Valley. 
More delegates are expected tomorrow. The 
convention was called to order by J. A. Hodges, 
President, after which papers were read by Mr, 
Nicol of Louisiana, and Mr. Hodges relating to 
sorgbum culture ana the production of sorghum 


sugar. 

At the afternoon session President Hodges de- 
livered an address, in which be gave a sketch of 
so rghum-growing in the North, the increased 
facilities for producing sugar, tbe muitiplicadon 
of sugar-mills, operations in various parts in 
the North, the identity of interests between the 
North and the South in the cultivation of sugar, 
and alluded very gracefully to the generosity of 
southern growers of cane in coming up from 
their homes and giving their Northern brethrea 
the benetit of their knowledge and experience 
in the production of cane. He believed the com- 
bining of the two interests would resultin the 
saving to the American people of an enormous 
amount of money now pald forforeign sugar. — 

The Secretary of the Louisiana Cane-G rowass 
Association made some remarks about e 
growing of Northern cane in tne Soutb, and said 
the result had been satisfactory.

How to Trim a Lamp. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CrIcaco, Jan. 2.—There is such a vast differ- 
ence in both the quantity and quality of light 
produced by a common coal-ollor kerosene 
jamp when properly trimmed and that produced 
by the same lamp when improperly trimmed, 
that it is surprising how any one of ordinary in- 
telligence and observation can be satisfied to 
use,even for a single hour,an imperfectly- 
trimmed lamp. Yet, strange to say, a large pro- 
portion of the millions of kerosene lamps that 
are in nightly use are not trimmed as they 
should be. Careless housexeepers and stupid 
servants think “it will do just as well,” in trim- 
ming a lamp, to break the charred wick with the 
fingers, to saw it witha ye te my knife, or to 
haggie it with @ pair of dull shears, as it will to 
clip it smoothly and evenly with a sharp trim- 
mer. But people who are fastidious enougt to 
care fora light they can read, write, sew, or do 
any kind of work by, with satisfaction and 
comfort, know that such is not the fact. 
Since kerosene came into use asa light pro- 
ducing agent various implements for trimming 
lamps have been patented and placed upon the 
murket:; but, after a pretty thorough examina- 
tion of the most of them, / incline'to the belief 
that nothing has yet been invented for the pur- 
pose quite so convenient, cheap, and effective as 
a pair of ordinary, medium-sized scissors. To 
do the work properiy, however, the scissors 
must be sharp, for it is impossible to trim a 
lamp perfectly without a sharp trimmer. 

The belief is quite general that to preventa 
lamp-wick from flaring at the corners and 
breaking the chimney it must be cut “ round- 
ing,’ to correspond with the cap or cover of the 
burner. My experience, bowever, coupled with 
close and careful observation, leads me to the 
conclusion that the way to trim «4 lamp $0 as to 
secure the very best results—to get the most 
and pleasantest light with the least breakage of 
chimneys, is to cut the wick parallel with the top 
of the tube of the burner, 

When ready to trim the itamp remove the 
Raise the cup of the burner. Turn 
up the wick; and witha pairof sharp scissors 
clip it even with the top of the tube. Be carc- 
ful not to cut or squeeze the tube with the 
scissors. See that no lint or thread remains on 
the wick, and that it has notgbeen pushed wut of 
its perpendicuiar posidon aad cut diagonally. 
Close the cap over the tube, put the chimney in 
place, and the lamp is r for use. If these 
directions have been strictly followed, it will 
when lighted yield a broad tlame 
without a noteb or indentation in it, and furnish 
a clear, steady, pleasant light. Try it and see.

RAILWAY CONSOLIDATIONS. 

The year 1882 begins with at least 100,000 
miles of railway in operation in the United 
States. The year just closed was prolific in the 
construction of new and short roads, mainly 
intended as connections bet weeh other roads, 
and serving to make the general network more 
perfect and complete. Hundreds of points 
heretofore not connected by rail have been 
drawn into direct communication by exten- 
sions, by short connecting lines, by branches, 
and by spurs of railway, thus more closely 
uniting the older and settled parts of the 
country in the genera! plan of railway trans- 
portation.. The year has been also remark- 
able for the great progress in the work. of 
eonsolidating the hitherto scattered and dis- 
connected lines and grouping them in large 
systems. Instead of innumerable con- 
panies operating comparatively small rail- 
ways, involvitg all manner of in- 
dependent governments, the tendency 
has been to gather all these small 
and independent corporations and con- 
solidate them. Several hundreds of these 
onee independent and generally bankrupt 
corporations have been absorbed, bought 
outright, and merged into larger organiza- 
tions, which control entire systems of rail- 
ways. Of the 100,000 miles of railway now in 
the United States at least 80,000 miles may 
be said to belong to or be controlled by hot 


directing a compiete system. The New En- 
gland railways are fast passing into few 
‘hands, and are coming directly or indi- 
rectly under the control of one or the other 
of the great corporations whose. centre is at 

New York. The great New York Central 
has extended its control, reaching in every 
direction from New York City to the Roeky 

Mountains. It may be called the northern 
and northwestern system. It has swallowed 
up a great many once independent. corpora- 
tions. 

The Grand Trunk is rapidly becoming the 
centre and controlling powerof the Cana- 
dian system, reaching far into the: West. The 
Penusylvaia Railway system is of itselfa 

grand consolidation of railways, all grouped, 
by whatever name,under one general govern- 
ment. Thenew trunk line, the New York, 
Chicago & St. Louis’ Railway, has in like 
manner been picking up parts of railways 
and uniting disconnected lines, reducing 
them toasystem of railways all under one 
control. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Company is of itself 
the government of a grand system extending 
from New York and Baltimore, through 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, West Virginia, 
Ohio, and Indiana to Chicago and St. Louis. 
The Chesapeake & Ohio Company is extend- 
ing its connections West and South, 
consolidating other companies, and by 

connections utilizing other previ- 
ously -unprofitable d@pncerfis. The Soutti- 
ern railways® from the Potomac to 
the Gulf have~been passing through 
the consolidation process, and are becominy 
strengthened by being placed under one coui- 
trol. The Southwestern. States have had 
their railways extended and united and are 
becoming a strong and complete system. 

The Llinois Central, connecting New Or- 
leans with St. Louis, Chicago, and Omaha, 
with the States it supplies, is a system of in- 
ternal transportation of the utmost impor- 
tance. 

The Pacific railways are marvelsin their 
way. San Francisco is now connected by 
rail with all the cities in the south of Califor- 
nia, and also with direct communication with 
the City of New Orleans. | 

The Alton & St. Louis, the Burlington & 
Quincy, the Chicago & Northwestern, and 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, in their im- 
mense growth, embrace scores of minorgor- 
porations, and each represents what ten har 
ago would have been considered a culossal 
system of railway. 

The greatest work, however, in the way of 
consolidation, purchase, union, and absorbing 
is that performed by the Wabash Company. 
It is not distinctly a north and south or an east 
and west road; it extends in every direction. 
It has gathered under its control numerous 
roads and parts of roads, has built new 
lines toconnect ali its parts, and a map of its 
routes is of itself a curiosity. From St. 
Louis it extends through Texas, ‘has its lines 


over Illinois, crosses into Ohio and Indiana, 
and reaches east to New York. Its wonder- 
ful system is mainly the result of consolida- 
tion of weak and bankrupt corporations, with 
enough of new construction to perfect the 
immense field of operations. 

The consolidation of the whole 100,000 miles 
of railway in this country under the control 
of a dozen gigantic corporations is as a mat- 
ter of economy and efficiency a beneficial 
measure. It reduces the cost of government 
,and of management, provides more efficient 
modes of traisportation, and furnishes great- 
er security and responsibility. It is much 
better for the railways and much better for 
the public than the old system of a distinct 
corporation for every.150 miles of railway. 

The question, however, will suggest itself, 
how far this consolidation can be safely ear- 
ried. If the reduction of 300 or 800 railway 
corporations to ten or fifteen he beneficial to 
the public and to the railways, how much fur- 
ther can this consolidation oo ane will be 
the effect, for instance, of cofisolidating the 
Gould system with V anderbilt’s and the Penn- 
syivania with the Baltimore & Ohio? or of 
merging these with the Canadian and the 
South Atlantic systems ail under one corpor- 
ation? What will be the effect of erecting 
this immense corporation with its absolute 
control of the whele transportation of the 
country in a few hands ? 

In answer to this it is sufficient to say that 
the power to control the corporation, great 
orsmall, rests in the hands of the people, 
and when the time comes that the corpora- 
tion undertakes to rule the country it will 
be in order to test the question whether the 
fitty or one hundred millions of people or 
any number of corporations are the masters 
in the land.

The new Postmaster-General (Mr. 'T. O. 
Howe, author of certain third-term literature, 
who on the eve of election. condemned Gar- 
field’s nomination asa blunder, if nota crime) 
goes into office with alamentuble ignorance of 
what he speaks of as the “alleged” star-route 
cases.

Fortunately the star-route robberies have 
been so thoroughly and systematically ex- 
posed that there will be no excuse for the 
pew Postmaster-General if he shall continue 
to remain in ignorance of them. It was 
‘probably for his benefit that the New York 
Times has again published a tabulated state- 
ment of the routes, contracters, and amounts 
of plunder. They may be somewhat more 
briefly summarized as follows: 

e Dorsey ring controlled 134 routes, with 
an original length of 9,887 miles, and at an 
origimal contract of $145,169.42 per annum. 
Mr. Brady reduced the number of miles to 
8,860, and increastd the pay to $622,808.21. 

The Price ring controlled thirty-six routes, 
with an original length of 2,248 miles, and at 
a contract of $77,440 perannum. Mr. Brady 
reduced these routes to 1,941 miles, and in- 
creased the pay to $190,020.26. 

The Parker ring controlled fifty-four routes, 
with a mileage of 5,088, and annual pay 
amounting to $143,398. Brady reduced the 
mileage to 4,660, and increased the pay Ww 
$377,395.09. 

Vhe Salisbury and Gilmer ring controlled 
eighty routes, containing 9,132 miles, and en- 
titled to $495,001.69 per annum. under the 
original contract. Brady reduced the num- 

ber of miles to 8,795, and increased the an- 
nual pay to $1, 100,013.08, 

The * Barlow” rihg, represented now by 
his son-in-law, had ten routes with 1,604 
ifiles. Brady cut down the service to 1,589 
miles, but increased the annual pay from 
$152,920 to $276,764.04. 

The Kerens ring had fifteen routes, for 
which it was to receive an aggregate annual 
compensation of $158,896.10, but Brady in- 
creased the pay to $462,595.22 per annum, 

Another group, embracing 86 routes and 
4,991 miles, had contracted to do the work 
for $91,380.39, but Brady cut down the service 
to 4,738 miles and increased the pay to $3v9,- 
467.61. 

These several rings obtained from the Gov- 
ernment in all the sum of $3,357,764.11 for a 
service embracing 33,507 miles, when they 
had contracted to carry the mails 38,858 miles 
for $1,262,305.. In addition to these regular 
routes, there was a “temporary’’ service, 
which was let by Brady without competition 
at ring rates, and at a total cost of 3$1,i21,- 
2233.81. 

In connection. with the abov e showing it is 
only necessary forthe new Attorney-G eneral 
to take into account that it embraces but 415 
outof atotal of 9,000 routes; that the origi- 
nal contracts were for four years, and let 
after public advertising and competition; 

and that the increased pay was allowed by 
Brady without competition upon the thin 
pretense of manufactured petitions and false 
affidavits, but really by official connivance 
and in violation of law.. The New York 


with business capacity enough to run a retail 
grocery can fail to see the’ utter impossi- 
bility of any such set of transactions hav- 
ing been carried out in good faith 
or for any other than aé_e$ swindling 
purpose.” It is not, and cannot be, 
a question of misguided judgment or merely 
extravagant administration. Contracts were 
let to responsible parties for certain service 
atacertain price. These contracts were set 
aside by Brady, when he was in a position to 
do it, and without advertising for new compe- 
tition the same contractors were paid three 
times as much per annumas the Government 
originally agreed to pay for an amount of 
-service which had been reduced by. more 
than 5,000 miles. Thisis known to be the 
case in 415 routes. If the new Postmaster- 
General fails to diseover in these “alleged” 
star-route eases abundant material worthy 
of his attention he will fully justify the 
public amazement at his appointment to the

THE OFFICE-BEGGAR VS. MISS SWEET. 

Mr. Williampennnixon is consumed by 
wrath against Mrs. Jane Grey Swisshelm 
because that estimable, keen-witted woman 
has unmasked his design to seize the Pen- 
sion Agency now held by Miss Sweet. Lle 
calls her “an old woman by the name of 
Swisshelm,” a “ vilifier,’’ and **a slanderer.’’. 
Ile dectares that she is “venomous” and 
‘“‘spiteful,” and that she “launches into a 
tirade,”’ whatever that may mean. But he is 
eareful not to deny that he would like the 
office. Indeed, he says: * Doubtless there 
are many men desirous of becoming Miss 
Sweet’s successos; some of them, perhaps, 
just as worthy of the position as Miss 
Sweet.”’ 

To whom can this saving clause refer but 
to Mr. Williampennnixon?’ ‘The modest 
“perhaps just as worthy” applies with 
great force to William. Ile was “perhaps 
just.as worthy” of the Collectorship of Cus- 
toms as Mr. Spalding, but the President did 
not think so. Williampennnixon had no 
doubt of his * worthiness”’ during his great 
struggie for the Collectorship. But sad ex- 
perience has taught him a lesson. He may 
not be a better or a wiser but he is at least a 
more meek nan. Ile thinks now that * per- 
haps” he is “just as worthy” of the 
Pension Agency “as Miss Sweet.” 4le was 
found notso “ worthy” asa certain man, 
but he thinks he may be found as. worthy, 
* perhaps,’’ as aeertain woman. He is lay- 
ing out the ground for an equal fight. He 
declares with some warmth that “ Miss 
Sweet cannot shield herself either behind 
her sex or her Stalwartism.” ‘‘I am as much 
of a little woman as you are,” exclaims Will- 
iam hotly; and “ Llamas much of a Stalwart 
as youare’! Buthe goes further, adding: 
* Having assumed responsibilities as a man, 
she |Miss Sweet} must stand the test ofa 
man similarly situated.” This is an evident 
attempt to lead Miss Sweet into a trap. 

If little William can induce her to accept 
his premise, he will at once apply the test. 
He will say to Arthur: “Miss Sweet may 
bea good bookkeeper, but she can’t vote; 
-¥ Sweet may have had a father who 
served his country on the battlefield, but he 
is dead, while I have an organ which will 
continue to live if you furnish it with Gov- 
ernment pap.” As a matter of fact, little 
William’s candidacy for the Pension Agency 
breathes in every line of the article in which 
he makes a weak pretense of not wanting the 
office. And his bitterness toward Miss 
Sweet gets the better of his judgment in the 
last line, in which he indulges the spiteful 
remark that if she is reappointed “ it will be 
her third term.”’ The meanness of this fling 
is indescribable considering the fact that lit- 
tle William was and is heartily in favor of a 
third term of the Presidency for Gen. Grant, 
while the great Washington only had two 
terms.

THE APPROACHING ESIHETE. 

The important announcement is now made 
that Mr. Oscar Wilde, the High Priest of 
English estheticism, reposes tranquilly in 
quarantine in New York Bay prior to land- 
ing and expounding his doctrines of “ The 
Search.of the Soul for the True.” It seems 
a little sad at first thought that one whose 
soul is searching for the true shoula be de- 
tained in quarantine for the sake of ascer- 
taining that his esthetic body does not bring 
to these shores the germs of small-pox and 
other unesthetic diseases, but as he has a 
lung search ahead of him. for the particular 
well-bottom that contains the article for 
which he is looking the matter of a day or 
two’s delay makes little difference. 

The preliminary news which the matter-of- 
fact reporters send us of his appearance in 
quarantine is not encouraging, and will 
strike the sensitive souls of suntlowered 
girls and lilied damosels with clinging gowns 
who have been pining for a glance at this 
esthetical soul, who is to answer to their 
longings and make responsive echo to their 
intense and quite too-beyond yearnings, with 
something like a shock, ‘This is no pale, 
bloodless, lank, and abstracted essence of 
the infinit with medievally-draperied legs 
and a’soul of renaissance simplicity and 
severity pining under the burden of an in- 
herent foreg that spurns the fetiers of practi- 
cality and reaches out to the all too lovely 
for anything ideals, but a fleshly creat- 
ure with long shanks and a coarse 
voice, and a loud guffaw and succession 
of haw-haws in place of the faint, in- 
effable smile and baby stare that were sup- 
posed to be the characteristics of the soul 
who has come over here to search for the 
true. When caught by the reporters he was 
not posing on deck contemplating a lily, nor 
did his gaze abstractedly rest upon the waters, 
his hands mean while carelesly plucking an ut- 
ter marguerite or intense suntlower; nor did 
his soulful eyes sweep the empyrean in 


‘search of that sincerity which has thus far 


eluded his gaze in the nubilous British at- 
mosphere. The only sign that his soul was 
in search of anything not usually carried on 
steamers was. his. tendency jo cross his legs 
and lean on something—an attribute, how- 
ever, by no means original-with Mr. Wilde, 
as it has long been practiced by Amer- 
ican young gentlemen who have inconven- 
iently long legs and are not very sprightly in 
intellectual contacts, and who grow very tired 
and. want to lean on something, especially 
when one of the opposit sex puts them a 
puzzler. 

It is to be presumed that there will be a 
rush after Mr. Oscar Wilde when he gets 
fairly started on his mission, because it is a 
characteristic of the American people to 
rush after anything that is new, and the 
vision of any person seeking for the truth is 
sufficiently new in thiscountry to make this 
soulful Briton exceptional and all too utter- 
ly funny. It will add to his success that his 
methods of search do not involve any self 
sacrifice or heroic individual abnegation, anv 
wearing labor gr friction of body or 
soul, or mental tedium. Practical peo- 
ple, working people, thinking people, 
fat people, and short-haired people can 
never be esthetes; but the lean and 
lazy and soulful can, and as these are 
very numerous in every community Mr. 
Wilde will have a goodly following. There 
will be a boom in lilies and sunflowers. 
Violet-eyed young women with thin limbs 
will coil themselves up in medieval gowns 
and stare at dazed young men leaning on 
mantel-pieces and searching for the true 
with crossed legs and far-away eyes. The 
stork, whose length of leg, intestinal scanti- 
ness, and habit of solitary meditation makes 
him the most esthetic of fowls, will be more 
abundant than ever, while impossible drag- 
ons, griffins, frogs, serpents, lizards, and 
other vermin will swarm in drawing-rooms, 
haunt the furniture, or crawl up the wall 
decorations. Receptions for social pleasure 
will give place to receptions for intellectual 
cult, and Mr. and Mrs. Smith will find them- 
selyes invited to meet and gaze ata 
mind at Mr. and Mrs. Jones’, and 
the mind will be in great demand 
for other receptions, owing to social com- 
petition. Prosaic produce men, who have 
no longings, will be dazed with orders for 
eonsummate beef, sincere mutton, earnest 
oysters, and soulful poultry from the more 
material of the esthetes, while those who 
have penetrated within the shrine of Mr. 
Oscar Wilde’s soul-searchings of the medie- 
val pattern will satisfy their languid long- 
ings for food with pensive contemplation of 
a flower or nake a sumptuous meal upon the 
perfume of a bouquet. 

There is one touch of fature, however, 
which makes the whole world kin. ‘We ob- 
serve that, while Mr. Oscar Wilde is search- 


ing for the good, the true, and the beautiful,” 


he is also searching for money, and that he 
and his publishers and managers are not slow 
in preliminary advertising of a very unes- 
thetic kind, and that hé does not propose to 
exhibit his languidity, his long hair, and his 
big shirt-collar, to lean on something or in- 
dulge in eross-legged contemplation of the 
pining damosels who will rush to see 
him without being well paid for it; 
and that, too, not in medieval money, 
but in current dollars of the fathers 
or bills of the period. His languid 
eyes may be searching for the infinit and for 
the utterly too true, but there is gpeculation 
in them also, and that of no ordinary kind 
which will be satisfiea with the merely fond 
and rapt contemplation of acoin of the realm. 
Alas that Mammon should assail this all too 
utterly intense soul in its search for the 
truth, and bring this medieval creature down 
to the common condition of ordinary clay, 
which finds truth enough in the struggle of 
life and in its contact with its hard conditions 
without traveling about to search for it! Mr. 
Oscar Wilde will come and go and carry away 
with him well-lined pockets, and when he ig 
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gone perhaps the wave of cult and swash | 


now sweeping over us will subside, and that 
heterogeneous combination called society 
will réeover from fits presentgesthetic epi- 
demic and get down to the plain facts of the 
world, with its responsibilities, its demands, 
and its tasks, which are quite as intense and 
a good deal more real than the most utter 
‘aspiration that ever agitated the lean legs of 
‘the Oscar Wilde school.

Line and Moving the ** School-House” 
Its Length in Order to Legally Vete 
Away $1,500 tor Each Removal.

VANKTON, D. T.. Jan. 3—During the past two 


| days some interesting developments have been 


made which show the details of the Dougias 
County warrant and bond frauds, a partial ac- 
count of which bas already beea published in THE 
Tarsune. About the ist of last February 
Walter H. Brown appeared at the Executive 
Office with a petition bearing the reguisit num- 
ber of names to secure the organization of Doug- 
las County. Brown claimed to have been a canai- 
date forCongress on the Greenback ticket, in 
lowa, andwas strongly indorsed by Gov. Ordway 
and by L. H. Day, member of the Legislative 
Council from the district in which Doug- 
las County is situated. In order to 

rove conciusively that Brown, Stillwell, and 

oyt, the persons named in the petition for Com- 
missioners, were bona fide settiers, Brown had 
entered filings for ali three of them at the land- 
office, and fur several other persons, several of 
whom are known to be myths. For these frauds 
upoo the land-office Brown will probably be 
brought before Commissioner Arthur ina day or 
two. Recent investigations have nearly satis- 
fied Gov. Ordway that E. B. Hoyt, one of the 
Commissioners appointed, was a myth, and, 
as Stillwell failed to qualify, it now 
appears as if the whole swindling 
scheme f procuring an organization of the 
county by{forgery and perjury will befheld illegal, 
and all of Brown's transactions in issuing War- 
rants and bonds will prove invalid. C. F. Strong, 
a young man who turned up at Springtieid last 
spring, and whose home is supposed to be at 
Newark, N. J., was employed to get up the war- 
rants and bonds artisticaily. Strong became 
disapated, and gave the whole gang away 
to an attorney, from Lanesboro, Minn., 
ang this man =cumpelied Charlies  T. 
McCoy, whe seems to have been,asort of finan- 
cial agent in disposing of the war- 
rants, two refund the mone for securities 
sold parties at Lanesboro and Thomas H. Par- 
sons & Co., bankess at Worthington; Minn. He 
also compelied McCoy to take back $8,000 in 
warrants, $5,000 of which MeUoy had sold to the 
cashier of Parsons & (Co. through gross misrep- 
resentation. The details of the known transac- 
tions bave not yet been fully developed, except 
that M. H. Day, ex-member of the Council, had 
quite a large amount of sehovl bdnds, which 
went to New York, turned back upon him. The 
school districts were formed and house 
built in the following manner: A shan- 
ty eight by ten was built on one 
side of the town Hneof the so-called county. 
The officers moved inte it, posted up a notice for 
a school meeting, and, after the uired hum- 
ber of days’ notice, this loan official wouid 
unanimously vote to build a school-house cost- 
ing $1,500, and to issue bonds therefor. As soon 
as this performance was over the shanty was 
moved its length acrogs the line into the next 
township, where the same interesting com- 
edy was enacted, and authority granted 
to issue $1.50 more in school bonds. 
In this way one smail shanty was made to 
auswer for two districts and to represent $3,000 
in school-houses. The friends of McCoy are 
struggiing hard to cover up his tracks by mak- 
ing false affidavits, which they are sending to 
Wash , in order to procure McOoy’'s ap- 
pointment as United States Marshal before a ju- 
dicial investigation can be made. 


WESTERN ENTERPRISE. 


How Counties Are Organized in Ne- 
braska and Dakota—The Strife for 
Legislative Honors. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 3.—The recent develop- 
ments of rascaiity in Douglas County, Dak., and 
the flicht of a portion of its official board, brings 
to mind a similar transaction in this State, which, 
although not so bad as the one mentioned 
above, is nevertheless worthy of a place in the 

annals of frontier literature. in the year 1874, 

Phelps County was organized, and during the 

years immediately succeeding the great and only 

effort of those having control of county matters 
was to run the county in debt in the interest of 
themselves. Warrants were issued for articles 
for which no bills, or any other showing what- 
ever, were produced, and aiso for articles at 
most exurbitant prices, such as wood at $35 per 
cord. The total amount of fraudulent warrants 
issued was about $20,000, a very mod- 
est sum compared with the Dakota steal, 
but the men implicated in the robbery 
were young in the business, and were asraid to 
go deeper. These fraudulett warrants were re- 
pudiated by a succeeding administration, and 
the County Treasurer was enjoined from paying 
auy of them, a fact which brought on a suit by 


those Who beld the warrants to compel their 
payment. The case was carried to the Supreme 
Court, but a settlement was finally effected be- 
tween the Commissioners of the county and the 
money brokers, the latter being satisfied with 
Sh) cents on the dollar, and the county has now 
issued funding bonds in the sum of $10,000 to 
pay off the debt. 

here have been a number of other transac- 
tions of this kind in Nebraska within the past 
ten years, and what is said of Pheips County 
may be said of several other frontier counties, 
whose books will not bear ciose investigation, It 
is pretty certain, however, that Nebraska will 
not come up to Daketa in this respect, or any of 
the other Western States and Territories; and 
the counties of any age, as well as those re- 
cently organized, do not carry any great indept- 


ness. 

in Nebraska counties are organized some- 
times for political purposes. A new county, 
with only a few inhabitants, is sure to attract a 
number of professional politicians, who, having 
lost their influence at home, migrate to a new 
county, and when we see them next they are in 
the Legislature, and swell out as big as any- 
body. This city has sent a numberof such ad- 
venturers to the frontier, and more are pre- 
paring to ge when they are satisfied there is no 
political piclgings for them here. * Who are you 
going to send into the Legislature from your 
county?” asked THs TRIBUNE representative of 
a political tramp from one of the newly organ- 
ized counties. “I don’t know,’ was the reply. 
“There are about 600 voters in that neck of the 
prairie, and all want to come inte the Legisia- 
ture. {suppose some of us will have to stay at 
home. It’s pretty hard to get office in Nebraska. 
I'm going back to Maine.” Office-seekers, like 
ordinary beggars, never are satisfied.

_ Lonpon, Jan. 3.—Wiiliam Harrison Ains- 
worth, the well-known novelist, is dead. 
Age, 77. - 

He was born in 1805, and, having been edu- 
cated at the Free Graminar School of Man- 
chester, was artigled in his 16th year to Mr. 
Kay, a-ieading sdiicitor ot that city, Losing 
his father at 19, he came to London to finish 
his term:with Mr. Jacob Philips, of the Inner 
Temple: Before he was of age he published 
the romance of “Sir Jotun Chiverton,” which 


‘was highly praised by Sir Walter Scott. His 


marriage, in 1826, with a daughter of the late 
Mr. Ebers, publisher, of Bond street, led Mr. 
Ainsworth to abandon the study of law in 


order to devote bitiself to literature in the 


joint capacity of author and publisher. The 
latter vocation, however, he soon gave up, 
restricting himself to what he thenceforth re- 
** Rookwood,” 
which appeared in 134, established his fame 
as a writer of fiction, and passed through 
several editions. This was followed by 
“Ori¢hton,” which was equally successful. 
The first number of 
“JACK SHEPPARD” 

Was published in January, 1839, in Bentley’s 
Miscellany, of which periodical Mr. Ains- 
worth became editer on the retirement of 
Mr. Dickens in March, 1840. The ‘story of

WH Mr. Ainsworth became proprietor and 
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editor of the New Monthly Mugazine. 
Three years later he published in the Sunday 


“LANCASHIRE WITCHES,” 
followed in 1854 by .a historical romance. 
“The Star Chamber,” and a domestic story, 
illustrative of old English manners, styled 
“The Fliteh of Bacon, or Custom of 
Dunmow ”—a custom which Owes its recent 
revival to Mr. Ainsworth’s liberality. In 
1555 a collection of his “ Ballads, Romantie, 
Fantastical, and Humorous,” appeared; fol- 
lowed in 1856 by another novel, “The Spend- 
thrift,” originally published in Bentley’s 
Miscellany, which periodical had become Mr. 
Ainsworth’s property two years previously. 
In 1857 he resumed, afid issued in monthly 
parts, “ Mervyn Clitheroe,” a semi-autobio- 
graphical tale, the publication of which in 
aserialform had been accidentally inter- 
rupted. After another interval, during which 
he composed.a spirited poem on a famous 
Breton legend, entitled “‘ The Combat of the 
Thirty,” he produced in 1860 a romance of 
the times of the Commonwealth, called 
“Ovingdean Grange,” into several parts of 
which are interwoven -

asaresidentin the South Down country. 
This was followed by “ ‘The Constable of the 
Tower,” commenced in Bentley in 186:, and 
since republished separately; :“*The Lord 
Mayor of London: or, City Life in the Last 
Century,” in 1862; “Cardinal Pole; or, the 
Days of Philip and Mary,” in 1863; “John 
Law, the Projector,” in 1864. His more re- 


cent works are the “Spanish March: or. 


Charles Stuart in Madrid,” the “‘Constable de 
Bourbon,” **Old Court,” “ Myddleton Pom- 
fret,” “ Hilary St. Ives,” and “The Tower 
of London.” The three latter are stories of 
modern life, and contain descripticns of the 
scenery of the southern counties.. Mr. Ains- 
worth ’s writings are very popular in Amer- 
ica. Most of them have been translated into 
German and French, and Versions of some

COMPULSORY VACCINATION 


A Formidable Array of Statistics Testi- 
fying to Its Usefainess. 

The Clinical Society of Hahnemann Hospital . 
held an interesting meetme last evening in the 
club-room of the Grand Pacifie Hotel. There 
were about 150 ladies and gentlemen «present. 
Dr. R. Ludlam presided. 

Dr. E. 8. Bailey presented the paper of the 
evening on the subject of “Compulsory Vac- 
cination.” He said that th» origin of small-pox 
was a mystery, as it now is purely contagious. 
He gave a short history of the disease, from the 


‘time of its great ravages in remote times down 


to the time of the introduction of vaccina- 
tion by Jenner. The theory is that the 
system of a person inoculated witn the 
cow-pox is subjected to the same influences as 
if the patient bad the genuine smali-pox, for the 
two diseases present exactly similar types. A 
person once vaccinated bas practically perma- 
nent protection against small-pox. In the light 


‘of modern sciente arm-to-arm vaccination must 


be given up, and bovine virus non-humaaized is 
the only thing to be recognized. A good cicatrix 
should be well indented with a clearly defined 
edge, and an indifferent cicatrix will present an 
ill-defined edge. In 15.000 recorded cases of 
smali-pox it had been found that the protection 
was directly in proportion to the character of 
the vaccination, the proportions being 2.2 
per cent where there were good cicatrices, 
and 8.82 over cent where the scars 
were indifferent in cbaracter. In England, for 
thirty years previous to the discovery of vacci- 


nition, the cases of smali-pox averaged 3,000 to 
every 1,000,000, while for twenty years following 
there were only 252 cases to every 1,000,000. For 
the year ending in May last, the cases of small- 
pox among vaccinated patients averaged #8 to 
the million, while of unvaccinated patients the 
average was 3,560 to the miliion. Insome cases 
noted in Norwich, England, 215 persons who bad 
not been vaccinated were thoroughly exposed to 
the disease, the result being that 200 contracted 
smnali-pox and furty-six died. On tme other band 
ninety-one persons who bad good vaccinations 
were as thorougbly exposed to the iniection, but 
only two contracted the disease, and then only 
in a modified form. 
IN THE CASE OF MEDICAL MEN, 

who are constantly exposed, out of fifty-seven 
who bad three or more good scars, only two con- 
tracted the disease, and out of 257 who bad ia- 
different scars forty-four were taken witha 
modified form of the smalii-pox. As respecting 
the power of vaccination to modify the force 
and character of the disease, the English rec- 
ords before cited show that in unvaccinated pa- 
tients the mortality averages from 20 to 43 per 
cent, while among the vaccinated ones the mor- 
tality is scarcely more than 7 per cent, and the 
average bas been low as 2 r cent. 
Revaccination exterminates the liability to 
renewed susceptibility, and the varying 
coustitutions of mankind are reasons for 
the consistent practice of frequentrevaccination. 
The speaker referred to the great success attend- 
ing the rules requiring ali children in the public 
schoois to be properly vaccinated before ad- 
mittance. Out of 140,000 children in attendance 
at the public schools during the past six years 
only séven have had the small-pox. Microscop- 
ical examination shows that it consists of trans- 
parent particles, not soluble in water, moving 
about, forming into groups of threes and fours, 
and so minute that a particle the one-twenty- 
thousandth of an inch in diameter contains 
virus for successful vaccination. With these 
views of the absolute success of vac- 
cipation, the speaker believed that the 
State bad the right to enforce vac- 
cination from a due regard for the public bealth. 
lt is no invasion of a man’s personal liberty to 
confer a favor on him, and the municipality bas 
the legal right to enforce vaccination quite as 
much as any other sanitary measure for the 
benefit of the people at large. 

Dr. A. E. Small said that be was opposed to the 
vaccination of subjects 

AFFLICTED WITH ERYSIPELAS, SCROFULA, 
and similar diseases, as bis experience had been 
that the vaccination provoked the symptoms of 
the other diseases to a more acute stage. 

Dr. Hall was in favor.of compulsory vaccina- 
tion, and on the ground of legal, moral, social, 
and religious right eonsidered it the duty of 
every pbysician to insist en compulsory vacci- 
nauon of every map, woman, and child both in 
city and one? He believed. that children 
should ove vaccinated before they were six 
months old, and advised revaccination at least 
every three years. Most of the prejudice 
against vaccination arose frem the use of hu- 
man virus, whereby other diseases may be con- 
tracted, and from the slip-shod manner in per- 
forming the operation in past years. He was of 
opinion that no diseasé@ could possibly be intro- 
duced into the buman system through the use 
of bovine virus. 

Dr. Burt ana others advocated the principle 
of making no exceptions, insisting that vaccina- 
tion was a positive belp in cases of erysipeias, 
scrofula, or similar afflictions. 

Alter some further general discussion the so- 
ciety adjourned for one month.

Scheme to Bring About Uniiorm Rates 
on Business trom Seaboard Points to 
the Mississippi and Missouri HRivers,.

following circular regarding rates on business 
from the seaboard: ; 

It would appesr to be impracticable to prevent 
the deumoralizauon in rates from the seaboard 
extending as fur westward as the Mississippi 
River. St. Louis, Hannibal, Quincy, and gther 
cities located therevu are recognized pro-rating 
points; and lines East assume the rigbt to use 
the current rates from the seabvard to the Mis- 
sissippi Kiver on business, whether destined lo- 
cally, poiuts on the Mississippi Kiverjor be- 
yond. Although this right was restricted by 
tarid N.S. 24o0f this association, dated Dec. 20, 
Issl, the custom of pro rating tu the Mississippi 
River onall business bas become #0 common 
that itis continued by line agents and others 
who buve not received the tariff just reterred 
to: The result would lead to much confusion 
and complaint and many overcharges and 
claims. 

To avoid all these. and, sofar as practicable, 
make the through rates unifurm by all routes, 
notice is hereby given that from and after the 
date bereof the current rates from the scaboard 
to the Mississippi Kiver on business 
destined to the Missouri River. or  be- 
yord may be pro vrated, subject in all 
cases to the local rates of this association 
from the Mississippi Kiver to tne Missouri Kiver, 
which must be added asarbitraries. Those arbi- 
traries are: First class, 66 cents; second, ») 
cents; third, 3% cents; fourth, 25 cents; and 
special 20 cents per iv Ibs. 

On business carried through Chicago or points 
which take Chicago rates to tne Missour River 
the proportion accruing to the line between Cpbi- 
cago and the Mississippi River must be based on 
a uuifurm mileage of 207 wiles by whatever fine 
the business is forwarded west ot Chicago. ‘The 
proportion thus ascertained, plus the local rates 
or arbitearies above named, will be the rate 
from Chtéago to the Missouri River on all busi- 
ness from toe seaboard until otherwise advised, 
and will be the same by all lines from Chicago.

That she is here—whetber purely as a com- 
mercial venture on ber part or not—is a 
matter of. congratulation. For itis not proba- 
ble—unless the rumors as to ber future appeur- 
ance in opera in this country can be better sub- 
Stautiuted--that she will ever again be heard 
witb as wuch pleasure as at present. It is true 
that Mme. Patti has dune less for her art thao 
would have beeu expected of one upon whom 
Nuture bad bestowed such rare gifts. Capabie 
of almost anything, spe bas been content tu do 
very little. Her repertoire is exceedingly lim- 
ited, and includes only the most buckuoeyed of 
all the operas. Sbe has created nothing, aided 
potbiug, developed nothing. She has veither re- 
vived old works nor souvht to give new and 
more perfect interpretations to new ones. Her 
umbicion bas beeu satisfied with the least possi- 
ble exertion that would gbring the larzest pecu- 
niary returns, and fur that reason her motives 
and have at times been somewhat bursbly criti- 
cized. But as a singer, as ua Vocalist, asa prima 
donna, a8 a woman cextraordiuarily wifted for 
the interpretation of music, the palm of superi- 
ority will be unquesdoningly accorded!to der. 
Chicago gave Mine. Patti a hearty welcome at 
Huverly's Theatre last night. The house was 
not overcrowded; there were vacant scuts in the 
valleries, andi bere and there a vacant chair on 
the main floor, while none ot the upper boxes 
were taken. Yet it was, on the whole, what 
wouid be called a “large and tushionabie”’ au- 


| dience, the majority beimg in full dress and pre- 
 seuting a very brilliant appearance.

The overture to “ William Tell” may be said 
to have been given to call the audience “to or- 
der.’” Ithas been better given, but the orches- 
tra is a good oue and bas a goud leader in Signor 
’Auria. Siguor Salvati basa strong baritone 
voice, but is out of his element on the concert 
platform. He appeared to wuech better advan- 
tage in the second part,and pfoved -himself to 
be effective in bis acting and with a guod method 
in the management of his voice. He seems 
troubled witb an excess of manner which made 
his work forced and apparently given witb un- 
called tor effort.

That, the aria, and succeeding vrill- 
jiant allegro—the “ Sempre Libera “—were sung 
with a perfection of method that proved at once 
the justice of her claim to the first rank in her 
profession. As she turned to leave the stage, 
sti singing ber final phrase, enthusiastic up- 
plause came from all parts of the house. Being 
tive times recalled she ve as an encore the 
familiar song of * Comin’ Thro’ the Kye. 

Next came the favored tenor Nicolini, some- 
what well known and often heard of. His svlo 
was the charming French air “ Noél,” by Adam. 
Nicoliai might be called the “shouting tenor. 
No one could biame the prima donna for clasp- 
ing her hands over her ears with such a roaring 
Bull of Bashan bowling his high notes in close 
proximity to her. Not that he 1s so bada singer. 
But all bis efforts are the result of muscular ex- 
ertion. His voice is sonorvus afd broad but en- 
tirely destitute of any sympathe:ic qualities. His 
style is exceedingly nronotonous, and the lack of 
‘any sweetoess in bis voice especially noticeable. 
In concerted singing he completely overpowers 
every oue and everything, except perhaps the 
trombone, and while admiring his strength and 
power, bis voice would sound muca better in the 
open air than inany confined space. The last 
number introduced a very meritorious artist in 
the violinist Mile. T. Castellan, gifted with great 
purity*of tone and execution. Her playing 
shows her to be of the French school, and ber 
violent swaying to and fro and lack of repose 
suggests an attempt to convey an impression 
that more difficult work is being done tnan ‘the 
facts would warrant. Nevertheless sbe is an 
uuusually fine lady violinist, and en- 
titled to praise. For her second number 
Mme. Patti sang “Home, Sweet Home,” 
a simple ballad severely testing a singer's voice 
by its long-drawn notes in the middie. register. 
The least flaw is detected at once. and there are 
no “vyeeal pyrotechnics” to cover up weak 
spets. it was exquisitly rendered, and with a 
delicacy and ease burdly to have been expected 
from one whose forte is in bighly colored dra- 
matic work. The singer won six recatis, and for 
un encore sang * Robin Adair.” Sig. Gorno, the 
accom punist, deserves credit for hisshare of the 
performance, although why an accompanist 
should be needed with so large an orchestra is 
rather a puzzling question.

Amneérw and hampbias, 
who are also liateners from within the ‘Temple, 
come forth declaring Radames a traitor, and, in 
the struggie to secure him, Amonasrdé and Aida 
escape. inthe lastact Hadamea is condemned 
to die, but is offered life and freedom if he but 
renounce Aida, Refusing this, he is doomed to 
burial alive, and in a solemn procession is led to 
bsidoom. The stone is closing over him, when he 
disco. ers Aida, who has secretly penetrated into 
the tomb to share with bim his death.

In some respects the operatic selection was 
not wholly a fortunate one, It is not often 
wiven bere, and its plot is not familiar, so that a 
small secdon of it takeu in this way is not per- 
fectly intelligible to an audience. Then, too, it 
affords the prima douna no real opportunity to 
display her powers. it was wéli set and band- 
sumely costumed, but failed to rouse any great 
cntbusiasm, and the artists received but a single 
recall. Nor was the orchestra thoroughly at 
home with the score, and the uct did not move 
as smoothly as it should dave done. Butof the 
gne attruction whieh drew so many to the thea- 
tre, thefe were no coofiicting opinions. In 
whatever she sings Patti is always unequaled. 
lier voice is under most perfect control and nat- 
uraliy endowed with a sensuvus charm always 
pleasing. Uer style is broad and ber execution 
brilliant and fauitiess. In manver she is at ease, 
and sings without the least effort, like the bird 
to whom meafodyis the natural, spontaneous 
mode of expression. Her exquisit skill of vo- 
calization cannot be too highly praised. On 
‘Thursday night there will be an entire change 
of program, and the tast part will be the garden 
scene trom “ Faust.” 

SCALPING TUE TICKETS. 

There was ascene at the box-office at Hav- 
erly s yesterday worth mentioning, not because 
of its rarity, forthe same thing bas bappened 
before at various Chicago theatres when 
uperatic troupes have been here, but because it 
illustrates the greed of certain iadividuals and 
their utter disreward for the rights of tbe 
amusement-loving public. Pretty much every 
person who stood in the string at Haveriy'’s yes- 
terday desirous of buying tickets to one ur more 
of the Patti performances was informed, as 
soon as be reached the box-ollice, that ali the 
best scats—the front ones—bad already been 
secured, and that there remained only the 
poorer, though equally costiy/ones in the back 
part of the house, and in unfavorable locations; 
yet all the time that tbe box-ollice was giving 
this unswer persons were passing up 
and down the line, or were circutat- 
ing through the lobbies of the theatre, 
or were out on the sidewalk in front, offering 
for sale, at somewhat of a premium, the best 
seats in the bouse. The prices asked by some of 
these outside scalpers was $15 for two seats, ora 
premnium of &.00n each one. These scaipers 
bad the tickets and the plans of the house, and 
were able to point out to the possible purchaser 
just exactly where the seats they owned were, 
and to show the tickets for them. Nor was this 
performance contined to tbe neighborhood ot 
the theatre alone. Saloons not far remote from 
there had tickets on sale also ata decided ad- 
vance upon the regular rates. Itgasonty too 
upparent that somebody, somehow or other, had 
succeeded in securing the pick of the house at 
the expense of the public, and was trying to 
make a speculation on it. This was thoroughly 
disgustliig to the people who w@nt tod the thea- 
tre for the purpuse of buying saats. They 
thought that $5 wus quite enough, aud the idea 
of paying more thau So to outsiders who in some 
surreptitious way had gotten the pick of the 
seuts Was repulsive to them. 

In all Che discusionus to which this occurrence 
gave rise, nobody impeached the integrity of 
Mr. Abbey, Patti's manager. Nobody tbought 
for a moment that be bud anything todo with it, 
und no ope wus more indignant than be when 
the facts were brought to his notice. He, it is 
understood, charged that persons connected 
with the box-office at Haverly’s Theatre were 
the ones who engineered this sbarp game, and 
they, it is reported, did not deny, or only half- 
denied, the accusation. Nor did they seem very 
much ashamed of buving been caught in what 
they seemed to consider a legitimate money- 
making speculation. Of course they would 
have some extra advantages over the ordimary 
public in purchasing seats when they were first 
otfered for sale last weck, and they seem, if the 
reports can be believed, to have utilized their 
opportunities. 

Since the house last night was quite a full one, 
all the seats tuward the front being occupied, 
the speculators must have made quite a guood 
thine of it. The only exception was in the case 
of tLe private boxes, the prices for which were 
ubout S30, which was so prohibitory that nobody 
would touch them. Whetber the speculators 
were able to dispose of all their seats for future 
performances is pot knowa. It is possible that 
the curiosity to hear the singer will be glutted 
by last night's performance, that there wiil not 
be suchuarush for seats on subsequeut occa- 
sions, and that the speculators will bave to come 
down somewhat in their demands. For the con- 
fusion of the speculators and for the good of 
the public it isto be hoped that this will be the 


case. oo

The Fidelity Savings Bank. 

Judge Gardner yesterday morning decided the 
ease of V. A. Turpin, Receiver of the Fidelity 
Savings Bank, against J. ©. Haines, which was a 
bill to foreclose a mortgage for $101,982, given 
by Haines just before the bank failed to secure 
his indebtedness to it. The mortgage covered 
all Haines’ property in Cook County. The bank 
failed Sept. 25, 1877, and the Receiver «subse- 
quentiy filed a bill to foreclose this. blanket 


mortgage. Haines claimed offsets to tue amount 
ot $52,408, chiefly for services as President and 
asimanager of the safety deposit vaults. The 
claims were referred to a Master in Chancery, 
who disallowed ail but an item of $2,000 for 
services in assistmys the Receiver after the bank 
fuiled, and the case then came up before Judge 


The Judge, in giving his decision, said that 
Feb. li, 1 au act was passed by the Legisiature 
incorporating the Farmers’ & Mechanics’ Bank. 
Nothing seems to bave been dune in the wav of 
working under the charter prior to Aug. 15, 1870. 
Between that date and April 4, 1872, the records 
ebow the of two by-laws, one relating 
to the transfer of stock and the other that Di- 

rectors should cease to act as soon as they were 
no longer stockholders. The capital stock was 

at this time £25,000, of which J. C. Haines held 
756 shares ($22,500). At a subsequent meeting 
there was an election of Directors and the 
offices of President and Cashier were created 
and filled by, the election of J. C. Haines 
and Jared “Gage, . and the of 
the bank was changed to 
delity Savings Bank and Safety Depository, 
On April 11, 1872, the record shows that a motion 
was a authorizing a ten-year contract with 
the sident at asalary of $5,000 a year, and 
epecilying that he should give as much time as 
he thought best to the interest of the bank, and 
on the same date a contract was entered into 
between Haines, as General Manager, and the 
Fidelity op the terms just specified, and also 
agreeing that if his services should be worth 
more than $5,000, the bank should be allowed to 
increase his salary. J.C. Haines was re¢lected 
President and Manager for three terms, and then 
the records show no election. In fact, Haines 
acted as President and Manager till Sept. 26, 1877 
On Sept. 19, IST7, the Directors passed a resolu- 
tion authorizing the surrender to Mrs. Haines of 
seven shares of stock in the Union Hide & 
Leatber Bank in lieu of ber dower in the lands 
which were taken as security for Haines’ notes 
for $101,000. 

Haines claimed back salary for ten vears, from 
April ll, 1872, to’ April 11, 1882, on the ground 

that he had ¥s been ready and willing to 
carry out his part of the contract. But when 
the contract was made the bank was not doing 
business, while ite capita: stock was only $25,000. 
The resviution increasing the capital stock was 
not passed until after April 11, 1872, so that at 
the time this ten-year contract was made Haines 


was employed for ten rears in “an 
office not in existence, ‘an at an ag- 
gregate salary of just twice the 


whole chpital. The contract was much to the 
disadvantage of the bank, and would be looked 
on with suspicion by a court. Haines was only 
bound to give as much service as be thought 


_ best, and could put an end to the arrangement 


whenever he wished. The contract seemed un- 
questiopably to be void, because bey ond the 
power of the bank to make. 

That being so, it was unnecessary to consider 
the question as to Whether the contract was not 
euded by the failure of the bank or whetber it 
was not entirely onesided, being all in Haines’ 
favor. 

As to the claim for services as manager of the 
safety deposit vauits, it was founded on the 
original contract for extra compensation. But 
if the original contract was void, the claim for 
extra compensation .under it was also void, 
Even though Haines rendered extra serv ices, it 
did not appear they exceeced what he shouid 
have done. Moreover, he made. no claims for 
such services then, and could not be heard to 


*-make itnow. There must be an express em- 


ployment or the services must be such as were 
clearly outside the duties of the officer render- 
_ ing them, in order to make them the subject of 
‘aclaim for extra compensation. All théwlaims 
except the one for $2,000 for services to the Re- 
ceiver would therefore be rejected, and the ex- 
ceptions to the Master's report overruled, An 
appeal was taken to the Appellate Court.

WFRARY OF WORK. 
ANOTHER TRAVELER BY THE LAUDANUM ROUTE. 

Melville Buffington, a teamster in the employ 
of P. C. Hanford & Co., oil merchants, died at 
his home, No. 25 Boston avenue, ‘at 2:30 yester- 
day afternoon, from the effects of a doseyof 
landanum taken with suicidal jutent at 6 o'clock 
Monday evening. He was neither insane nor in 
trouble ef any kind; his situation was a pieas- 
ant and sure one, and his wages went on con- 
tinually, whether he was ill or at work. The 
reasons for the act can scarcely be conjectu red, 
even by his most intimate friends. Some three 
years ago Buffington had a long and severe at- 
tack of typboid fever, ana since then be bas 
been suject to periodical fits of gloomy despond- 
ency, but no one, not even bis wife.ever thought 
this would take a suicidal turn. Some tnink be 
may have imbibed a little too freely Mon-+ 
day afternoon, but he was not at all 
addicted to liquor. Upon coming home 
a little after 6 o'clock be showed his wife a one- 
ounce via! labeled * laudanum,” and told her be 
bad drank the contents. He was tired, be said, 
of working hard all bis life and never getting a 
cent abead. Subsequently be told his nephew 
and several others the same thing, and an- 
nounced his determination to wind up bis exist- 
evce, if not then, at sume time in the pear tut- 
ure. A pbysician was sent for at onee, but, 
despite Bulliugton’s own protestations, be came 
to the conclusion that che man had only been 
drinking, and that he would be all right after a 
few bours’ sleep. Subsequently otber pbysicians 
were summoned, and they labored in vain with 
the patient up to the timeof hisdeath. Butfling- 
ton was about 33 years, and left a wife and two 
children in quite moderate circumstances. 

The Coroner wil! hold ah inquest at 10 o'clock 
this forenoon, and, while he is about it, he ought 
to discipline the clerk in J. Roembheld’s drug- 
store, at the corner of Van Buren and Halsted 
streets, who sold Buftington the poison. This 
your 
friends of the Buffington family called upon 
bim, gave most iinpertiuent answers, and seemed 
to regard the thing as a huge joke. He refused 
to give them any satisfacdon whatever, and 
said be never would hesitate to sell laudanum 
toany one and under any circumstances; if 
they wanted it for suicidal purposes, the bigger 
foois they. And subsequentiy, when he heard 
of Buflington’s death, be made ribald joxes 
aboutit. He needs disciplining tadly, and the 
Coroner ought at least to read him the law on 
the subject of the sale of poisons.

Returnfof the Annual-Statement Season 
~Running Down a Street Story Con- 
cerning Alleged Troubles in the Trad« 
ers’—The New Successor of the Late 
Joseph H. Harris. 
It. is a little early for 


annual statements yet, 
though several bave come to hand, notably 
from Hartford companies, and from a St. Louis 
company, and one from the only Chicago com- 
pany—the Traders While it would 
weeping a generalization to say that none of 
them exhibit good results—indeed, in some re- 
spects the showings are excelient—yet it is not 
very far out of the way to say that none of them 
tellan o’er flattering tale with regard to last 
year's business, viewed from the standpoint of 
the loss account. In some cases the net sur- 
plus excceds that of a year ago—and this, in one 
instarice, where a company was subjected to an 
unusual ‘drain for dividends on increased capital 
stock—while’ in others the surplus has 
dropped below the showing for the previous 
tweive months. The statements, while they cx- 
hibit only assets and liabilities, tell the story of 
an unusually heavyioss account for 1581, and 
only serve to empbasize the fervent wish among 
stock bolders, officers, and agents, that 1882 will 
prove a lucrative year. It would be of more or 
less loca) intereat to know the proportion of 
Chicago losses w Chicago premium receipts, 
such u statementin view of the natural un- 
willingness on the part of one agent to give 
away his business to another, is manifestly 
dificult to obtain. Such statements are whis- 
ered to the local board twice a_ year, 
owever, and the confidenve thus reposed is in- 
violably Kept, or, if there is any ieak, 
it is only to the chosen few. The statement for 
the lust half of 1881 has been called for, and will 
be forthcoming along toward the muddle of the 
month, when itis possible that the lid wili be 
taken off long enough to permit the newspapers 
to get at the totals, without making any “ invid- 
ious distinctions’’ by calling company names in 
public.

about all that had helped it through. Ail of 
which was profound news to Mr. Smith, the Sec- 
retary of Traders’,when called upon by a 
TRIRUNE reporter and invited to throw some 
light on the rumors set forth. True, the results 
of the year’s business were not so profitable as 
those of 1880, he said, but the statement as to 
the losses on outside ‘business was ail wrong.
